ALTGELD’S INFAMOUS’ 
DEMNED. 

There is but one opinion among decent 
people of all parties regarding Altgeld’s 
latest abuse of the pardoning power in 
turning loose the election-law breakers,

‘Chapman and Me¢Nulty. Democrats as 


well as Republicans denounce his act as “a 


‘serious blow at. the integrity of the ballot 


box” and as “putting a°* premium on 
crime.” They think he “ought to be in 
prison in place of the men he let out,” and 
some are tempted to explain his conduct by 
assuming that he is not mentally sound. 

The Governor says that partisanship was 
what convicted these men. On the con- 
trary, it was the evidence against them, 
which was so strong that one of them 
pleaded guilty. Speaking of the case of 
Chapman, who was tried by a jury, Judge 
Tuley says:

that the only practical and successful 
method of bringing up a dependent child is 
to place it in a family and not in a poor- 
house, or an asylum, or in so-called indus- 
trial schools which are not under State 
charge or supervision, and are not in any 
way responsible to the taxpayers who are 
called upon to support them.. The effects 
of institutional life upon children are too 
apparent to need consideration. The en- 
vironments are such that when released 
these children become a charge upon the 
community insome form, The radical rem- 
edy for this is “ placing out,” as is done in 
Massachusetts and elsewhere with most 
excellent results, The State pays for the 
board of children of that class in families 
until 10 years of age, and has their clothing, 
school attendance, and general care under 
its supervision. It finds its compensation 
in a reduced cost per capita and ultiniately 
in most cases in young men and women who 
have learned to take care of themselves in- 
stead of being burdens upon the taxpayers 
through crime or laziness. 

The situation in Illinois has at last 
reached that point where something must 
be done. Hither the number of poorhouses, 
asylums, and industrial schools must be in- 
creased to accommodate the increasing 
numbers of dependent children; thereby: 
swelling theranks of criminals and paupers, 
or the plan of placing these children in fam- 
ilies under proper supervision must be 
adopted. Miss Julia Lathrop of the State 
Board of Charities, than whom there is no 


' more expert SUEROEIY, says as to this ques- 


tion: 
The law does not permit the County Judge to 


‘Place out at board the child he finds dependent. 


He can only commit such children to the industrial 
schools, over which the State has no control. The 
County Judge can take a child from an alms- 
house and place it in a free home if one is offered, 
but he cannot order the county to pay its board. 
If a child is adjudged dependent the court can 
only pay board to the industrial schools, which 
are obliged to give no bond, to make no reports, 
who can deal with the children as they deem best, 
entirely independent of their patrons—i. e., of tie 
taxpayers who pay the charges. 

As to the remedy for this anomalous 
situation Miss Lathrop urges legislation for 
“placing out,” as in Massachusetts, and 
meanwhile makes the suggestion that it is 
within the power of the County Commis- 
sioners to contract for the’ care of pauper 
children for a year at a time and pay for 


such care, She says: 

The records show that the children adjudged de- 
pendent in the County Court are also almost with- 
out exception adjudged te be county charges. Why 
should not the county advertise for boardinz- 
homes for such children? It can then appoint its 
own investigators and inspectors who shall he 
paid and can undoubtedly, as is done elsewhere. 
obtain the aid of volunteer visitors in any county 


and it has secured also freedom from those 


scandals and hideous abuses which have 


made other county institutions notorious. 

Yet the President of the County Board 
recommends that the contract be not re- 
newed, but that the county establish a 
training school for nurses of its own. 
There can be no other than “ spoils ” rea- 
sons for such a recommendation, If the 
county were to go into the training school 
business it would begin operations by put- 
ting up an expensive building. _When that 
was done a staff would be appointed twice 
as large as was necessary, and all the offi- 
cers would be paid twice what their sery- 
ices were worth. 

The places would be given as a reward for 
political services. When the Democrats 
were in power they would oust the Repub- 
licans, who would return the compliment 
when they got on top. The nurses, who 
are paid $16 a month now, would be paid 
$25 or $30. To keep their places they would 
not be obliged to depend on their merits, 
but would have to get political influence 
and the good-will of a County Commission- 
er. The hospital would sink to the level of 
the Insane Asylum. 

Commissioners who are eager for “ pa- 
tronage ” have always been opposed to the 
training school and its nurses. The latter 
have economic ideas. The hospital is al- 
most always full, and they have recom- 
mended that convalescent patients should 
be discharged when able to leave. But 
many of those patients are the friends of 
Commissioners, who would like to have 
them fed and lodged at the expense of the 
county for months after they ought to be 
out at work. These recommendations have 
been made in vain. The Commissioners 
hate to have keen-witted women around the 
hospital who are opposed to jobbery and 
want to cut down expenses. 

And the Commissioners want these 
places. They want to go back to the old 
disreputable, scandalous, and costly sys- 
tem of sixteen years ago, when each one of 
them had so many nurses allotted to him 
as his share of the spoils. It would be a 
disgrace were this done. The contract 
with the training school should be renewed 
for the sake of the poor who have to go to 
the hospital, and for the sake of the tax- 
payers, who will Be robbed outrageously by 
that County Training School for Political 
Nurses so impudently recommended by the 
President of the County Board. 

It ought to be enough for these county 
spoilsmen to have charge of the poor and 
the insane. They should leave the hospital 
alone. It is bad enough to be poor and 
sick and have to seek refuge there. It 
would be infinitely worse if the patient had 


spending twenty days on board the Suf- 
fren, reciting his poems, and dividing the 
month of October between the two flag- 
ships Trident and Formidable, it was ob- 
served that the sailors not only showed no 
improvement in doing their work but had 
become enervated and depressed. The 
giant’s songs, instead of acting as a tonic, 
acted as a narcotic, and if he is allowed to 
go through the whole navy it is feared that 
the entire crews will speedily be in a coma- 
tose condition.

The officers of the Re- 
tail Druggist Association have always as- 
sisted the city authorities in their efforts to 
prevent illegal selling of liquor, and will 
continue their efforts in that direction. Ir 
the city needs funds as badly as the papers 
say it would be better to ask all classes fo 
bear the burden, and not to specially select 
a few to be ground down and driven out of 
business by the legislation proposed.

[The correspondent does not state the case 
quite fairly. It is not the object of the ordi- 
nance to force druggists into the ranks of 
saloonkeepers. If a druggist were to sell 
promiscuously he wonld have to take out a 
saloon license, and the city would not give 
him one for less than $500. But the dram 
Shop act says that the Council may grant 
permits to pharmacists for the sale of 
liquors for medicinal, mechanical, and sacra- 
mental] purposes, under such restrictions and 
regulations as may be provided by ordi- 
nances. The license fee asked now is a dol- 
lar-a year. That is absurd. It is known 
that many druggists are in the habit of sell- 
ing spirits freely to any man who says he 
He 
winks at the drug clerk, the clerk winks at 
him, and he gets his drink. It is proposed 
by the pending ordinance that the druggist 
who sells liquor for “medicinal purposes”’ 
without a physician’s prescription must take 
out a $250 license. If he chooses not to sell 
except on a prescription he will not have to 
take out a license. There is nothing com- 
pulsory about the matter. If a man sells at 
present only forty gallons a year for medic- 
inal purposes without prescriptions it cer- 
tainly. will not pay him to take out a license. 
But he will not lose much if he gives up the 
sale of an article which brings him in so 
little revenue.) 


Capital Moving Boomers. 

Chicago, Dec. 1.—Editor of The Tribune.] 
~—I read with interest a recent editorial in 
THE TRIBUNE headed “Capital Moving 
Boomers,"" and as the Two Million club is 
an institution which never looks back or 
considers trivial obstacles I would like to 
answer the article. When Washington, D. 
C., was chosen as the capital those in power 
never conceived the idea of a future for this 
country so magnificent that the Capitol 
buildings to be in keeping with our other 
great institutions must surpass ail prior 
designs in architecture and grandeur known 
in the world’s history. Rockefeller, Field, 
Stanford, and other modern millionaire 
philanthropists by their marvelous generos< 
ity have made it incumbent upon the 
United States to erect a Capitol worthy of 
the name, one that will so far-.eclipse the 


buildings of the Old World that such as 


the Parliament buijdings of London will 


:-be thrown completely in the shade—and the 


great tide of travel will be turned from the 
old country toward Chicago to see the 
grandest building the world has ever pro- 
duced, and citizens of other parts of the 
United States instead of racing across the 
ocean will hie to the great National Park 
of Chicago and spend a month in examining 
the beauties of the new Capitol. 


To show that the present location is in- 


adequate I inclose a letter received from N. 
A. C. Smith, Esq., of Washington, and also 
a quotation received from D. A. De Armond 
of Missouri, who introduced the bill men- 
tioned and who favors the movement of 
the capital, but he does not say to Chicago. 
In your editorial the chief objection given 
was that the government would insist on 
having exclusive jurisdiction over the city, 
and that those residing within the district 
would be disfranchised. The Constitution 
says Congress shall have power and ex- 
clusive jurisdiction not over ten miles 
square. Now, we can-give ten miles square 
out of lake-front property, having Michi- 
gan boulevard for the west line, and not 
miss it. ‘There is plenty of sand along the 
shore to fill in, and it would not damage 
Chicago harbor to have an island ten miles 
square in front of the city, and which could 
be made the national park—a ete that is 
a park and the pride of the world. 

The Two Million club wants a “whopper.” 
It sees in the future a-grand union between 
the Northwest and the great South. Chica- 
go stands today upon more friendly terms 
with the Southern States than any other 
Northern city. The barriers in the way of 
trade are fast disappearing and Chicago will. 
soon become the great distributing market 
for the Southern product and the South 
will buy everything we have forsale. The 
South today would sooner see Chicago the 
capital than any other city, and they would 
help us to get it. The capital of this country 
should also be inland and nearer the great 
center of trade and commerce. It should 
be open for business every day in the year, 
and there is'no climate better adapted for 
such a state of things than in Chicago, 


/ When the Nicaragua Canal is finished and 


a larger trade established between Asia and 


‘this country the advantages of a Western 


capital will become more apparent. 

At any rate we are ¢ to have plans 
made for the big building. It will cost $50,-

The freezes to which California has 
been subjected demonstrated the fact that

only a few favored localities were peculiarly . 


adapted to growing oranges, and the same 
fact may be said of Florida. 

In Bradford County, Fia., the growing of 
orange groves was abandoned several years 
ago, because of the frequently recurring 


freezes, and the growers turned their atten- - 


tion to growing strawberries and other fruits 
and vegetables that would sell in northern 
markets. This better than the sale of 
oranges ever did. An average acre of straw- 
berries grown in Lawtey, Fia., last winter 
after the freeze, netted over $300 per acre. 
All this will go to show that the freeze will 
ultimately prove a biessing, because the 
orange industry was likely to be much over- 
done. With its mild climate and a diversified 
industry Florida will ultimately take a front 
rank with any State in the Union. It costs 
from 8 to 10 cents to ship a quart of straw- 
berries to Chicago or New York. Too much, 
we admit. The remedy is within the pow- 
ers of the growers—namely: united effort, 
asking for the enactment of laws that will 
protect their interests. 

With reference to protection to orange 
trees, and, in fact, to all winter-grown 
fruits and vegetables, both in Florida and in 
any locality subjected to late frosts, I will 
explain some practical experiments I have 
tried in Florida, as there we have had to try 
every method possible to protect from frost, 
It is usual to protect the strawberry plants 
from light freezes with the common wire 
grass hay, which is shaken or spread over 
the plants. 

A perfect protection is made of the wire 

cemented together [in sizes according 
to the plants to be covered] by boiling pitch 
sprinkled on to the hay. These covers can 
be cheaply made of any size and easily han- 
died, costing little but the labor of collect- 
ing the materials. If properly cared for they 
will last for more than one season and are a 
perfect protection against any freeze in 
Florida for any vegetable or fruit grown 
there. 

To protect orange trees, where there are 
but a few trees, I make a teepe of common 
burlaps nailed on to strips, say, sixteen feet 
long and four feet apart, and enough in 
number to surround a tree. Standing on 
end these strips reach from the ground up to 
nearly the top of the tree, thus inclosing it. 
Inside, on the ground, I place a cheap tin 
kerosene lamp. Thus the tree is protected 
from the wind, and the heat of the lamp will 
protect an orange tree bearing 1,000 oranges 
against any freeze that has yet visited Flor- 


ida and at a cost of from $3 to $5 per tree. 


The above methods have been practically 
and successfully tried. Necessity suggest- 
ed the methods. And as they are not gen- 
erally known I take the liberty of. sending 
them to Tus TRIBUN®S “pro bono publico.”’

[The meridian altitude of a point, as a fixed 
star or the lower or upper edge or center of 
the sun or moon, is its angular distance 
above the north or south point of the horizon. 
Hence the meridian altitude of the zenith, or 
the point overhead, is 90°. The apparent 
altitude as taken with a sextant generally 
is greater than the true altitude, and where 
accuracy is ired the latter can be ob- 
tained from the former by making small 
corrections for refraction, dip of the horizon, 


and parallax.]

| BUSINESS SITUATION DOES NOT SHOW 


Congress and the President's Message | 


on the Country’s Financial Outlook 
Fail to Restore Confidence — An- 
other Bond Issue Probable to Build 


‘Up the Gold Reserve—Alley, “1” 


Bondholders Fail to Agree—Excel- 
lent Cash Demand for Wheat. 


Congress has met, the President has sent 
in his annual message, in which he outlines 
the policy of the administration on financial 
questions, but notwithstanding all this trade 
conditions do not seem to have improved. 
While there is little if any criticism among 
financial men on the portion of the Presi- 
dent’s message relating to the country’s 
finances, there still remains the vague feel- 
ing of unrest as to what the outcome will 
, be. It is not believed the present Congress 
will do anything in the way of financial leg- 
‘ islation.- In fact, Speaker Reed announced 
that the policy of the Republicans in the 
House would be one of inaction, and it is 
thought, therefore, nothing can be expected 
at the present term of Congress which will 
serve to permanently end the present troub- 
les in the financial world. ~ 

In one way the President's message has 
had a good effect. He makes it plain that 
until Congress does something }e will con- 
tinue to build up the gold reserve whenever 


by the issue of bonds, which he

will sell for gold. He is likely soon to have 
an opportumty of putting in force the oft- 
repeated promise he has made to issue more 
bonds whenever the gold reserve in the 


falls below $75,000,000. The gold

More Bonds May Be Issued. 


The end of gold withdrawals is not yet in 
sight, and there is a chance that this week 
will see the reserve drop to a point below 
$75,000,000. If this should be the case it is 
intimated the President will renew his rec- 
ommendation for an issue of short-term gold | 
bearing bonds, and that if Congress fails to 
take the action he asks he will once more go 
to the members of the former bond syndicate 
and will make a contract with it for the 
buuding up of the reserve for its main- 
tenance. . 

Bankers who were interviewed on the 
President's message were almost unani- 
- mous in their approwal of the views he ex~ 
pressed in regard to currency legislation. 
The plan of the President as recommended 


his message of allowing the banks to 


issue notes to the full amount of the bonds 
now or hereafter to be deposited with the 
United States Treasurer to secure circula- 
tion and the reduction in the bank tax from 
l per cent to one-quarter of 1 per cent would 
meet with hearty responses from all parts 
of the country. This would give to national 
banks a margin of profit upon circulation 
and would result in an increase of national! 
bank notes. Under the present laws notes 
are issued to the amount of only 90 per cent 
of the bonds deposited with the Treasurer, 
and such a change as recommended by the 
President would add immediately a little 
more than 10 per cent to this class of circu- 
Jating medium, | 


No Improvement in Trade. 


The wholesale trade has shown no perma- 
nent I~ provement. As has been stated be- 
fore, ..viiday orders are bse but a perma- 
nent return of the trade w ¢h 
had in the past is yet in the future. This 
same is of all the other wholesale mar- 
kets of the country. So far the extensive 
crops of the year have not had the effect of 
increasing the trade of the country mer- 
chants, who are the mainstay of the whole- 
sale houses. . 

Alley “L” bondholders are not entirely in 
accord with one another. There are not only 
differences of opinion between the first and 
second section bondholders but even the 
holders of each class are divided regarding 
the plans ‘for the reorganization of that 
property. John J. Mitchell, as Chairman of 
the Stockholders’ committeé, formally sub- 
‘mitted the plan of the committee to the 
bondholders a week ago. There was oppo- 
sition to, this, which crystallized in the ap- 
pointment of a committee to represent the 
dissenting bondholders, and that commit- 
tee is expected to have a report within a 
few days which will materially differ from 
the one submitted by the Mitchell commit- 
tee. The new plan will, in all probability, 
make no provision for stockholders, but will 
recommend the foreclosure of the road un- 
der the two mortgages and the reorganiza-: 
tion with an assessment upon bondholders . 
for the money needed for improvements 
and extensions. 3
